PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. . 


To tnE Honoras_e Commissioners or Hirisporoven County: 


Gentlenen:—I have ‘the honor to make to you my annual 
report of the sanitary condition of the inmates of the Hillsbo- 
rough County Almshouse, for the past year, ending January 1, 
1877. The whole number cared for at the institution the past 
year is 432, a large part of them very old and infirm, and many 
of them in the last stages of disease. But considering the large 
number provided for, the health of the inmates has been re- 
markably good, although, of course, considerable sickness must 
occur among so many. No epidemic, with the exception of a 
few cases of typhoid fever, has invaded the institution. The 
prompt attention to the sick and the unwearied care of the 
_ Superintendent and Matron to the inmates, with the cleanliness 
in which the several apartments are always kept, does in a 
great degree prevent disease from intruding upon the inmates of 
the institution. To the Superintendent and Matron, I render 
many thanks for the kindness which they always man- 
ifest to the inmates under their care. The Commissioners I 
commend much for their zeal and interest to provide and 
make all of those unfortunate ones as well off as in their power 
to do. The insane inmates have enjoyed quite a degree of 
health the past year, and have been very comfortably provided 
for. For the large number that are now at the institution, the 
buildings are too small, and I trust in due time larger accommo - 
dations will be rendered if necessary. ‘There have been twenty- 
one deaths the past year and four births. (See table below.)

REPORT OF THE 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
. the County Commissioners of Hillsborough County present the 
following statement of the county affairs for the year ending 
December 31, 1876: 

From the report of the County Treasurer, it will be seen that 
the total indebtedness of the County,

This large increase is accounted for by the increased length 
of the terms of court, by the increase of county paupers, both 
at and off the County Farm, and of the inmates of the Asylum, 
and by the increase of the interest account. 

The expenses of the adjourned term of court, held for the 
second Major trial in the last part of 1875, have been included 
in this account to an amount exceeding two thousand dollars. 

It is apparent that too small a sum has been raised by taxation 
for the past few years to meet the running expenses of the 
county, and it is only right and proper to say that the expendi- 
tures for the support of paupers off the farm, and at the farm, 
also, were very largely increased by the suspension of work upon 
the Manchester and Keene Railroad, by which a large number 
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of men were thrown upon the county for support, and as an 
instance of the increase, the town of Hancock may be cited, 
whose bills for paupers off the farm for 1875 was $202.00, while 
this year they were paid $3,074.34; and owing to the unusually 
hard times, it will be found that the expenses for the support of 
paupers off the farm has largely increased, Manchester and 
Nashua being more than $1000 each larger than last year, while 
the increase in small towns has nearly doubled, as will be seen 
by referring to expenses of the several cities and towns. This 
increase is occasioned by the law passed 1875, abolishing town 
settlements gained prior to 1860, relieving the towns from their 
support, which is now paid by the county. 

The capacity of the County Farm has been thoroughly tested, 
265 inmates having been accommodated at one time, there being 
250 there at this time. Fifty of these are men from the rail- 
road, and their being here has filled up room that might have’ 
been occupied by the poor, who are non-supported elsewhere. 
Consequently, although the increase in the debt may seem large, 
it is readily accounted for when the circumstances are under- 
stood. | 

The statistics which haye usually been recapitulated here will 
be found in the body of the report, the County Farm, Reform 
School, Insane Asylum and Jail under their proper heads. 

At the Jail during the year, the following permanent improve- 
ments have been made. A new boiler, purchased from Blood’s 
Locomotive Works, has been put in for the purpose of heating 
the entire premises with steam, and works well, furnishing more 
heat with a less amount of fuel than was formerly used. 

A new fence has been built around the yard lot, grading has 
been done,, the barn shingled and buildings painted. All this is 
included in the miscellaneous report. 

The County House of Correction, connected with the Jail, has 
had its portion of inmates as was contemplated by its establish- 
ment. It was designed for tramps, vagrants and such like 
inmates, and to relieve the jail from its over-crowded condition 
and save paying their board in the jail. The inmates have been 
kept at work hammering stone. Though the profit has not been 
large, the men have been kept busy and many have been kept 
from the jail. 
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COUNTY FARM. 


We desire before entering upon the history of matters at the 
County Farm, to express our cordial appreciation of the manner 
in which Mr. and Mrs. Bumpus, the Superintendent and Matron, 
haye discharged their perplexing and arduous duties during the 
year. Many unexpected obstacles presented themselves in the 
course of the year, and a largely increased family was the result 
of the hard times, and their management and general discharge 
of their duties are entirely satisfactory to the Commissioners. 

There was expended during the year 1876, at the Hillsbo- ~ 
rough County Farm, the sum of $1,040.93 for improvements, 
and is included in County Farm Expenditures. 

This amount was paid for building new privy vaults of split 
stone, laid in cement and securely bolted, covered walks, from 
the yard to the privies, new porch and steps for main building, 
and for new steam coils. 

Previous to this year the privies have been located in the 
basement of the main building, in close proximity to the cook 
and wash rooms, and in a much-used passage-way. ‘The odor 
necessarily arising from them has been very offensive, tainting 
the air through the whole house, and the demand for their re- 
moval was urgent. They are now placed at a proper distance 
from the buildings and covered walks to them have been con- 
structed, so that the aged and infirm may go to them without 
exposure. Around these buildings and in rear of the main 
house, there has been built a tight board fence thirteen feet high, 
and so arranged as to separate the male and female buildings, 
and giving ample yard room for each and for the boys. 

Before this year no means of heating the men’s or women’s 
attics and the prisoners’ rooms had been provided, and they 
were the coldest apartments in the building. This winter steam 
coils have been introduced, and by their means the rooms are 
made very comfortable. 

The expense upon the porch and steps was made necessary by 
the rotting of the timber, which supported them. They are 
now in condition to last many years. 

By digging a ditch some 150 rods in length, and varying in 
depth from three to six feet, we have laid bare a bed of fine 
muck, suffivient to furnish from 200 to 500 cartloads per year

for twenty years or more, and it will prove a valuable addition 
to our manure, after having absorbed the urine from so many 
COWS. 

About seventy rods of substantial stone wall have been built 
on the west line of the farm, where a light board fence formerly 
stood, and was washed away almost every spring freshet. 

The very crooked brook running through the intervale has 
been filled up, and its waters turned into a straight ditch dug for 
the purpose and carried direct to the pond, thus reclaiming a 
large amount of good grass and tillage land. This job, in con- 
nection with a large amount of drilling and blasting, was under 
taken to give employment to the large number of railroad men 
so unexpectedly thrown upon us. 

Owing to the large number of persons sent to this institution 
during the Fall and Winter, the weekly average was increased 
and additional means had to be provided for their accommoda- 
tion and rendered necessary an expenditure for new bedsteads, 
beds, bedding, ete. | 

Owing to the ravages of the potato bug, the crop of potatoes 
was reduced fully one-half, although efforts were made by hand 
picking and otherwise, to prevent the total loss of the crop. 

The corn crop was the best ever raised on the farm since the 
county bought it. Upon 84 acres was raised 856 baskets of 
sound corn, besides a large amount of pumpkins, squash, white 
beans, potatoes and a large quantity of corn fodder. 

In 1875, 93 persons were sentenced to the County House of 

Jorrection, whereas this year only 62 were sentenced, reducing 
the number one-third. The number remaining January 1, 1877, 
is only about one-fourth what it was one year ago. 

Owing to the dry season, the hay crop was not quite up to 
that of some years, although it exceeds that of 1875 by about 
fifteen tons. 

From the large number of male inmates at the farm it would 
naturally be supposed that a large amount of work could be 
done by these people at a small cost, but if the physical and 
mental condition of most of them is taken into consideration, it 
is surprising that so much is accomplished. Many of the able- 
bodied seek the shelter furnished by the institution during the 
Winter months and when the Spring comes and they might by 
their labor pay for their support “partially, they either run away 
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or grumble if compelled to remain, and require constant super- 
vision to make their labor available. 

A school has been maintained during most of the year, the 
number of scholars at this time being 27. Good improvement 
has been made considering the material to work upon. Mrs. 
Susie P. Hunkins, who has been connected with the institution 
for quite a number of years, being the teacher. 

Should the number of paupers increase as it has done for sey- 
eral years past, we shall be obliged to provide additional accom: 
modation and an extension of the main building will be neces- 
sary. a 

In consequence of the lack of standing wood on the premises, 
we are obliged to buy our wood, and shall be obliged to here- 
after. 

In closing, we return thanks to the several employes for their 
faithfulness in the discharge of their duties.
